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Claim 3 (currently amended) The method as set forth in claim 1, wherein the tagging 
of the data comprises tagging recommendations to the weather conditions and the 
transmitting comprises transmitting recommendations targeted that corrcspQnd to the 
weather conditions for the consumer's device. 

Claim 4 (currently amended) The method as set forth in claim 1, wherein the tagging 
of the data comprises tagging commands to the weather conditions and the 
transmitting comprises transmitting commands targeted that correspond to the 
weather conditions for the consumer's device. 

Claim 5 (original) The method as set forth in claim 1 , wherein determining the 
geographic location of the consumer's device comprises determining the geographic 
location from information available at the consumer's device. 

Claim 6 (original) The method as set forth m claim 1, wherein determining the 
geographic location of the consumer's device comprises determining the geographic 
location from information available through the network. 

Claim 7 (original) The method as set foi-th in claim 1, wherein the consumer's 
device comprises a computer. 

Claims (original) The method as set forth in claim 1, wherein tlie consumer's 
device comprises a hand-held device.
